ink , are in the British museum. 
Quin­ 
tilian suggested the use of a stencil to 
teach Roman school boys to write, since 
by following its lines with their stylus 
they could trace the letters; Cicero and 
oilier Latin writers come v ery near the 
idea of printing types when they speak of 
the absurdity of expecting an intelligible 
sentence from chance mixing of engrav ed 
letters; Pliny, indeed, speak s of “a cer­ 
tain inv ention” by which Marcus Varro 
proposed to insert in bis book s “ the im­ 
ages of TOO illiHfiv us jx-Tsbns.” thus 
“ sav ing their f .turns from obliv ion,” 
and “ mak ia,» them k nown ov er the wide 
world,” which sounds v ery lik e our wood 
cut print ing. 
Yet, so far as we k now, all Roman 
book s were made by sk iv e copyists, so 
cheaply that Horace complains that his 
book s were too common, while Martial's 
first book of epigrams could be bought 
for six sesterces (24 cents) in plain and 
liv e denarii (8 0 cent:.) in fine binding, 
and the, daily newspaper of Cicero*» 
Rome, the Acta Diurna, which contained 
local news and gossip of marriages and 
div orces, a ; well as acts of the senate, 
was probably made in lik e manner. The 
UnqxTor Justin, who could not write, 
used a stencil to sign his name, and mer­ 
chants had trade mark s to the eaine pur- 
pose. 
Tho Codex Argon tens, or Silv er Book , 
at Upsala, Sweden, which dates from the 
Sixth century or earlier, must hav e had 
its silv er letters stamped on its purple 
v ellum one by one, since some of the let­ 
ters are upside down, and such engrav ed 
letters were in use by many caligrapliers 
of the middle ages to outline initial letters 
for their illumination. 
Wov en fabrics of 
silk and of linen were printed in colored 
ink s from band stamps in Italy possibly 
as early os the Twelfth century; indeed, 
Breitk opf holds that the Egyptians thus 
printed cloths, and the Mexicans and 
Polynesians bad perhaps a lik e practice.
